The 
representation  of  the  Stale  In  Congress 
will  stand:  Hires,  Buchanan.  Kean, 
Phelps,  and  Lchlbach,  live  Republicans, 
against  Pit! cock  and  McAdoo  Demo*ratq. 
The  State  Senate  will  contain  twelve  R«»- 
publicans  and  nine  Iiemocrats.  unless  J. 
j.  Gardener  should  prove  to  have  been  de¬ 
feated  w  hen  the  full  returns  from  Atlantic 
county  are  counted.  This  is  the  only 
doubtful  Senate  district. 

According  to  the  latest  information  the 
Assembly  standing  will  be :  Democrats, 
31 ;  Republicans,  2h,  and  Labor  1,  a  net 
Democratic  gain  of  2.  If  this  is  not  chang¬ 
ed  by  new  figures  from  two  or  three  doubtr 
ful  districts  the  Legislature  will  contain 
41  Democrats.  39  Republicans,  and  1  La- 
lor  Assemblyman  endorse*!  by  the  Demo¬ 
crats,  giving  asDemocratic  majority  of  one 
vote  on  joint  ballot.  This  would  enable 
Gov.  Abbett  t<>  go  to  the  Cnlted  States 
Senate. 

Ties  are  claimed  in  the  Assembly  vote 
of  the  Second  district  of  Passaic  and  the 
Second  of  Cumberland.  It  is  not  likely 
that  the  truth  will  be  known  about  these 
districts  until  the  official  count  is  made. 
The  giving  of  each  of  these  districts  to  the 
Republicans  will  make  a  tie  on  joint  bal¬ 
lot  in  the  Legislature. 


Completion  of  an  Immense  Well. 

Kr->ui  th*-  East  ’urang*-  Ga»*tt*» 

The  Orange  Water  Company  are  just 
completing  the  work  on  their  "Bjg  Six" 
well,  which  is  the  largest  of  their  three 
open  wells,  and  of  sufficient  capacity  alone 
to  morb  than  supply  every  demand  upon 
the  water  system  of  the  company.  It  Is' 
one  hundred  feet.in  diameter,  iu  the  clear, 
and  is  excavated  to  a  depth  of  eighteen 
feet  in  solid  sand  stone.  It  is  walled  up 
from  the  rock  in  solid  masonry  to  a  height 
of  about  eight  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  and  is  covered  by  a  conical 
riK>f  rising  to  a  height  of  one  hundred  feet 
above  the  water.  The  water  is  so  clear 
that  every  seam  and  crevice  in  the  bottom 
rock  can  be  as  plainly  seen  through  the 
eighteen  feet  of  water  as  through  glass. 

Around  the  inuer  wall  a  narrow  gallerv 
is  suspended  about  four  feet  above  the 
surface  of  the  water,  and  affords  a  prome¬ 
nade  for  visitors  entirely  around  the  well. 
This  gallery  tfml  the  shape  of  the  well  and 
roof  afford  the  same  properties  as  those  of 
the  famous  ‘Whispering  Gallery"  in  the 
dome  of  St.  Paul  s  Cathedral,  London,  and 
a  whisper  is  conveyed  around  the  wall 
from  one  side  of  the  wdll  to  the  other  a* 
clearly  as  a  shout  can  be  heard  across  the 
well. 

The  roof  of  the  well  is  built  in  three 
-section*,  separated  by  three-foot  strips  of 
heavy  wire  netting,  affording  perfect  ven¬ 
tilation  and- light,  and  at  the  same  time 
keeping  leas  es  from  getting  into  the  well. 
The  roof  is  entirely  self-supporting,  and  la 
a  triumph  of  mechanical  ingenuity  ami 
skill.  It  was  planned  and  built  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  John  M.  Ruodall,  Vice- 
President  of  the  company,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  construction  of  the  well  and 
of  all  the  improvements  on  the  property. 

The  water  from  the  well  is  mn  by  a 
syphon  into  well  No.  4,  about  100  yards 
nearer  the  pumping  house,  and  from  there 
is  pumped  through  the  mains.  The  entire 
supply  for  East  Orange  ami  Bloomfield  is 
drawn  from  these  wells  without  lowering 
the  water  in  either  to  the  level  of  the  over¬ 
flow  pipes.  Improvements  are  being  con¬ 
stantly  made  to  the  property  of  the  com¬ 
pany  and  it  is  already  a  place  of  quite 
popular  resoit.  When  the  improvements 
now  in  progress  are  completed  the  grounds 
will  be  a  very  attractive  pleasure  park. 

The  company  are  now  completing  the 
laying  of  mains  In  Springdale  avenue  and 
Westontt  street,  the  last  work  ordered  by 
the  town,  and  they  have  now  an  aggregate

An  Animal  Which  Steadfastly  Kefimea 
to  Kecngntse  ah  Enemy  in  Man. 

I  was  told  by  a  jerson  who  hail  Spent 
most  of  Ins  life  on  the  pampas  that  on 
one  occasion,  wl  eu  traveling  m  the 
neighborhood  of  Da|>e  Corru-ntes,  his 
hors**  died  under  him,  and  lie  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  continue  his  journey  on  foot, 
burdened  with  hit  heavy  native  liorse- 
gear.  At  night  ho  made  his  Led  under 
the  shelter  of  a  r<x  k.  on  the  slope  of  a 
stony  sierra;  a  bright  moon  was  shining, 
and  about  9  o'clock  iu  the  evening  four 
pumas  apjiear^d,  two  adults  with  their 
two  half-grown  young.  Not  feeling  the 
least  alarm  at/thei'  presence  lie  did  not 
stir;  arid  afteij  awhile  they  began  to 
gambol  together  close  to  him,  conceal¬ 
ing  themselves  from  each  other  among 
the  rocks,  just  as  kittens  do,  and  fre¬ 
quently  while  pursuing  one  another 
leaping  over  him.  He  continued  watch¬ 
ing  them  until  pasl  midnight.'  then  fell 
asleep  and  did  not  wake  until  morning, 
when  they  had  left  him. 

This  man  was  an  Englishman'  hv  birth, 
but  having  gone  very  young  to  South 
America,  he  had  taken  very  kindly  to 
the  semi- barbarous  life  of  the  gauehos, 
and  had  imbibed  dll  their  peculiar  no¬ 
tions,  one  of  which  is  that  human  life  is 
not  worth  very  much.  “  What  does  it 
matter':"  they  often  say,  and  shrug  their 
shoulders,  when  :old  of  a  comrade's 
death.  "So  many  jeautiful  horses  die!” 

I  asked  him  if  he  had  ever  killed  a  puma, 
and  he  replied  that  he  had  killed  only- 
one,  and  had  swotn  never  to  kill  an¬ 
other.  Hesaidtli^t  while  out  one  day 
with  another  gaud  o  looking  for  cattle  a 
puma  was  found.  It  sat  up  with  its 
hack  against  a  stone,  and  did  not  move 
even  when  his  ck  mpanion  threw  the 
noose  of  his  lasso  ever  its  neck.  My  in¬ 
formant  then  dismounted,  and  drawing 
his  knife  advanced  to  kill  it;  still  the 
puma  made  no  atleinpl  to  free  itself 
from  the  lasso,  but  it  seemed  to  know, 
he  said,  what  was  coming,  for  it  began 
to  tremble,  the  teafrs  ran  from  its  eyes, 
and  it  whined  in  he  most  pitiful  man¬ 
ner.  He  killed  it  a*  it  sat  there  unre¬ 
sisting  before  him,  but  after  accomplish¬ 
ing  the  deed  felt  th^it  he  had  committed 
a  murder.  It  was  the  only  thing'  he 
had  ever  done  in  his  life,  he  added, 
which  filled  him  w  th  remorse  when  he 
remembered  it.  Tins  I  thought  a  rather 
startling  declaratio  t,  as  I  knew  that  he 
had  killed  several  r  idividUals  of  his  own 
species  in  duels,  fought  with  knives,  in 
the  fashion  of  the  j  ;aucbos. 

All  Vho  have  kil  ed  or  witnessed  the 
killing  of  the  puuu  —  and  I  have  ques¬ 
tioned  scores  of  hui  iters  on  this  j>»»iiit — 
agree  that  iuresigm  itself  in  this  unre¬ 
sisting.  pathetic  manner  to  death  at  the 
hands  of  man.  X'htudio  (lay,  m  Ins  “Nat¬ 
ural  History  of  Cjiili,”  shy*.  “When  at¬ 
tacked  by  man  its  *nergy  and  daring  at 
once  forsook  it,  an  1  it  becomes  a  weak, 
inoffensive  animal,  and  trembling  and 
uttering  piteous  m  >au.s.  and  shedding 
abundant  tears,  it  i  eeins  to  implore  com¬ 
passion  from  a  gen  f?nnis  enemy.”  The 
enemy  is  not  o:'ten  generous:  but 
many  gauclms  hav  assured  me.  when 
speaking  on  this  subject,  that  although  | 
they  kdl  the  pumaj  readily  to  protect  , 
their  domestic  aniipals.  they  consider  it 
an  evil  thing  to  take  its  life  in  desert 
places,  where  it  is  man's  only  fr.end 
among  the  wild  animals.

Though  separate  in  raejo,  religion  and 
language,  they  are  one  ip  natural  inter¬ 
est,  proud  of  their  histqry  and  prouder 
still  of  their  recent  progress  and  manu¬ 
facturing  prosperity,  "they  are  an,  in¬ 
genious  and  industriou^  people,  and 
their  mechanics  are  educated  and  skill¬ 
ful,  believing  in  the  dignity  of  labor 
and  the  thorough  mastery  of  some  trade. 
Though  hemmed  in  by  mountains,  with¬ 
out  a  seaport,  with  few  Minerals  and  no 
coal,  with  costly  transportation,  all 
freight  from  the  seaboard  coming  over 
foreign  territory.  Switzerland  threat¬ 
ens  the  riblon  trade  of  Coventry,  rivals 
the  English  and  French  in  muslin  and 
delaine,  and  the  world  in  watches, 
music  boxes  and  wood  carving.

New  Salvation  Army  Scheme*. 

The  Salvation  army  have  decided  to 
add  a  new  department  to  their  ojiera- 
tions  in  the  metroi*olis.  It  is  proposed 
to  take  two  or  three  rooms  in  the  poorer 
districts  of  London,  which  are  to  be  oc¬ 
cupied  by  a  man  and  his  wife  or  two 
women  (members  of  the  army),  who  will 
be  provided  with  common  medicine  and 
lint  for  bandages,  and  a  stock  of  pails, 
brushes,  clothes,  etc.  Every  morning 
these  people  wil  visit  the  poor  people 
living  in  the  neighborhood,  and  where 
they  find  the  rooms  in  a  dirty  condition 
they  xyill  clean  them.  Having  thus 
gained  an  entry,  they  are  to  pay  their 
attention  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the 
people.  The  medicines  will  be  given, 
where  necessary,  without  charge.  They 
are  also  to  visit  the  prison  gates  and  en¬ 
deavor  fo  get  discharged  prisoners  to 
seek  she  aid  of  the  Balvatiou  army. — 
London  Standard.

Tennessee  on  short  rations.  Our  regi¬ 
ment  had  been  fighting  bard.

close  to  our  tent-door.  We  could  see  the 
blue  smoke  curling  from  its  fuse.  The 
captaiu  at  once  clapped  his  hat  over  our 
coffee  and  beans,  and  went  down  under 
the  table,  while  I  went  under  our  bunk. 
With  a  fearful  report  that  shell  burst, 
covering  everything  about  us  with  sand. 
Jumping  up,  the  captain  took  the  hat 
off  from  over  the  beans,  put  it  on  his 
head,  sat  down,  and  finished  his  eating, 
remarking,  “Rations  are  too  scarce  to 
lose  any  bv  foolishness.”
